Compromise wage incrcnsos of 
from two to five cents an hour 
have occn recommended by a 
panel of the Tenth Regional War 
Labor Board for nearly BOO 
clerks in retail stores in Tor­ 
rance, Wilmington and San 
Pcdro.

Wage boosts and other new 
contract provisions, however, 
must be approved by the re­ 
gional and national boards, sub- 

| ject to possible employer or un­ 
ion appeals before they go into 
effect.

The union contract expired in 
February, 1944, but continued In 
effect pending a new agree­ 
ment.

Current basis wage rates give 
women clerks $28.75, men $37.38, 
clothing clerks $46 plus com­ 
missions, pharmacists $54.80 and, 
office workers from $31.63 to 
$51.75 weekly, depending on clas­ 
sification.
